No. 4-ITC(PN)/65. —Attention Is invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. l-ITC(PN)/65 dated 7th January 1905 regarding import of commodities 
from Iran during October ’64—March '65 licensing period. The existing paragraph 5 
of the said Public Notice may be deemed to have been substituted by the following 
paragraph:— 

"5. The import licences Issued in pursuance of this Public Notice will be 
valid upto the 15th July, 1965 and will not be extended further under 
any circumstances. The licences should" be returned to the licensing 
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authority concerned not later than the 30th September, 1965. Failure 
to do so will estop the concerned Importers from being considered for 
grant of licences any time after 30th September, 1965 when applica¬ 
tions for import from Iran are next considered, even if they are eligible 
otherwise”. 

2, Importers may get their licences amended accordingly by the concerned 
licensing authority.
